CHAPPELL'S THICK 

SKULL SAVED HIS LIFE 



The Evansville Courier of Sat- 
urday prints the following story, 
about the shooting of Sam J. 
Chappell, the negro who opera- 
ted extensively in Hopkins 
county as leader and orsnnizer 
for the United Mine Workers 
two years ago : 

Sam J. Chappell, colored, who 
conducts a saloon at the corner 
of Fifth and Cherry streets, had 
a wrancle with his barkeeper, 
Charles Mitchell, which ended 
in Mitchell assaulting his em- 
ployer with a pair of knucks and 
shooting him in the head. 

The direct cause of the trouble 
is not known at present, but it 
is said Mitchell was drinking at 

the time of the ■hooting. It 
happened at about 7 o'clock. 
After awaiting Chaopell with a 
pair of knucks Mitchell drew a 
revolver and lired at Chappell, 
the bullet hitting him directly 
in the center of the forehead and 
ranging downward and backward. 
The bullet ploughed its way live 
inches under the skin and then 
came out at the back of his head. 
It was only the thickness of 
Chappell's skull that saved his 
life. The skull turned the bul- 
let. Dr. Jones attended Chap- 
pell. 

After the shooting Mitchell 
hurriedly left the saloon and up 
to press time had not been 
caught. It is thought he has 
crossed the river and is in Ken- 
tucky. 

These two had trouble at Mad- 
isonville some months ago and 
at that time Mitchell shot Chap- 
pell, inflicting a slight wound.

— The 
entire Democratic State ticket, 
headed by Gov.

THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION 



Washington, < Ictober 131.— The President today issued his annual 
Thanksgiving proclamation in the following terms: 

Bv the President of the United States of America. 
A PROCLAMATION. 

The season is at hand, when, according to the custom of our peo> 
pie, it falls on the President to appoint a day of praise and thanks 
giviugto God. 

During the last year the Lord has dealt bountifully with us, giv- 
ing us peace at homo and abroad and the chance for our citizens to 
work for their welfare unhindered by war, famine or plague. It 
behooves us not only to rejoice greatly because of what has been 
given us, but to accept it with a solemn sense of responsibility, 
realizing that under heaven it rests with us ourselves to show that 
we are worthy to use aright what has thus been intrusted to our 
care. In no other place and at no other time has the experiment 
of government of the people, by the people and for the people been 
tried on so vast a scale as hero in our own country in the opening 
years of the Twentieth century. Failure would not only be 
dreadful thing for all mankind, because it would mean loss of hope 
for all who believe in the power and the righteousness of liberty. 
Therefore, in thanking (iod for the mercies extended to us in the 
past, we beseech Him that He may not withhold them iu the fu- 
ture, and that our hearts may be roused to war steadfastly for good 
and against all the forces of evil, public and private. We pray for 
strength and light, so that in the coming years we may with clean- 
liness, fearlessness and wisdom do our allotted work on the earth 
in such manner as to show that we are not altogether unworthy of 
.the blessings we have received- 

Now, therefore, I, Theodore Kooeevelt, President of the United 
States, do hereby designate as a day of general thanksgiving Thurs- 
day, the twenty-sixth of the coming November, and do recommend 
that throughout the land people cease from their wonted occupa- 
tions and in their several places of worship render thanks unto Al 
mighty God for His manifold mercies. ( 

Iu witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and caused 
the seal of the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, thie 3lst day of October, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and three and of 
tho independence of tho United States the one hundred and twen- 
ty-sixth.

Thk cry of "nigger" in Hop- 
kins county lias been overworked 
in the campaign just ended 
Not, to be sure, to the confound- 
ing of those politicians who or 
iginated it, who carried the cam 
paign through on that high plane 
and who now boast of the man- 
ner of that campaign. Speeches 
have been made by men claiming 
to be advocates of law and order, 
which, if their spirit were coined 
into action, would lead the fol- 
lowers of these advocates to riot 
and bloodshed in Hopkins coun- 
ty, where the record of political 
days has been clear of violence. 

It may be said to the credit of 
the Hopkins county negroes that 
they have never "tried to run 
the elections." They have re- 
cognized that Kentucky is a 
"white man's country" and have 
never asked for representation 
on any political ticket in this 
county. They have as a class 
asked simply for a chance to live 
and enjoy in their humble sta- 
tion the rights guaranteed to 
them by law. Sometimes they 
have voted. And they have 
not voted the Democratic 
ticket. Here lies the trouble. 
The silly twaddle about "negro 
domination" is wholly insincere. 
The Democratic politician, like 
every other politician, is anxious 
for the negro's vote, and would 
today, if be could, turn the 
negro vote solidly into his party's 
column. Would it be "negro 
domination" if the negro vote 
helped to elect a Democrat, a 
Populist or a Socialist-Labor 
candidate? 

Of course the politicians do not 
mean what they say. They have 
no fear of "negro domination," 
no idea that "negro equality" 
will ever happen in Kentucky. 
These things they use simply as 
clubs to alarm the leas enlight- 
ened and more deeply prejudi- 
ced of their adherents. In the 
minds of fair and unprejudiced 
Democrats these leaders stand 
convicted of insincerity or worse. 
There havo some instances come 
to light where the extreme meth- 
ods used in the campaign turned 
a Domocratic vote. These in- 
stances are rare and the methods 
adopted, however reprehensible, 
was a winner. Whether the 
sarnie line of "argument" cau be 
carried on indefinitely without a 
reaction upon the men and the 
party who champion "nigger" as 
the paramount issue, remains for 
the intelligent voters of Hopkins 
county to determine.

CHAPTER 60.

SEIZED AND THRUST IN PRISON.

The secession of the isthmus or state 
of 1'anama from the Knlted States of 
Colombia has been contemplated since 
the rejection of the Panama canal 
treaty by the Kovernment at Bogota. 

It Is understood that this sentiment 
has been Increased by Americans 
here and at Colon, who were deeply 
interested In the construction of the 
canal. 

Two generals of the Colombian army 
were seized and imprisoned Tuesday 
night. It Is believed that most of the 
Colombian troops here and at Colon will 
Join the revolutionists. 

A provisional Kovernment has been 
or K anized. consist ln R of three consul? 
and a cabinet. The revolutionary 
movement has not yet extended be- 
yond Panama and Colon, the chief 
towns of the isthmus. 

Wednesday morning QOT. Obaldia of 
the state of Panama was taken pris- 
oner In his palace, the guards offering 
no resistance, hut giving their arms 
to the revolutionists. 

All the Colombia cruisers on the Pi- 
cllic side of the Isthmus have been 
taken, and It is expected thai Colon 
will soon be taken, together with the 
cruiser Carthagena.

Space Assured the State fcr Its Tim- 
ber at tl-.e World't Fair in Middle 
of Forestry Building and on Two of 
the Main Aiales— Logs. Beards and 
Manufactured Articles to be Shown. 

Kentucky has been assigned space 
for a timber display In tbe Forestry 
exhibit, which wfU bring It prominent- 
ly before every visitor who enters the 
Forestry and Fish and Game building 
at the World's Fair. This apace, 
thanks to the kindness of the chief 
of the department, Mr. Tarleton H. 
Bean, Is almost In the center of the 
structure. It Is on two of the main 
aisles. 

The fact that the forestry exhibit 
from Kentucky Is to have such a 
prominent place In the building has 
caused tbe chairman of the Forestry 




Exhibit Committee Of the Kentucky 
Exhibit Association. Mr. A. N. Struck 
of Louisville, and the field represen- 
tative, Mr. William Boa, to redouble 
their efforts In making the display 
worthy of the place. 

Mr. Struck has had a araughtsman 
draw the accompanying tketch, which 
shows the method to be followed In 
displaying samples of Kentucky's for- 
est resources. This plan is the most 
up-to-dato yet found. It is recom- 
mended by government experts as the 
most economical and best way to make 



Samples in eight-foot lengths are al- 
ways worth something at the close of 
an exposition, if there is no further 
use for them for display purposes. By 
this plan adopted, the cuds of the logs 
show the cross cuts while the section 
cut out In the middle shows the lateral 
cut, as well as the beauty of the grain. 

In giving directions to lumbermen 
throughout the state who are to make 
exhibits, Mr. Struck says that all logs 
must be cut to eight fe^t. and that the 
diameter should r.oi be !e;s than 24 
inches. If possible to get same. 

Arrangements are to be mads to 
store these logs in two or three differ- 
ent places lit the state, and have cer- 
tain men prepare them so all shall be 
finished in the satce way. In addition 
to the logs to be dismayed there will 
be board samples, al.se cut according 
to instructions given by uovernraent 
experts. These will be partly finished 
and partly unfinished, so as to show 
the wood in its natural and in its fin- 
ished state. While the log and the 
board samples will give an Idea of the 
untold forestry wealth of Kentucky, 
the exhibit is not to neglect the for- 
estry Industries of the state, so tar as 
finished products are concerned. Man- 
ufacturers of everything made f 
wood are invited to display these pro- 
ducts in Kentucky's space In the For- 
estry building. 

As the Ume for collecting the ex- 
hibit passes, lumbermen In all parts 
of the state who have not subscribed 
are contributing to the fund being 
raised by the Kentucky Exhibit Asso- 
ciation, which makes possible not only 
the Kentucky building at the World's 
Fair, but this big display of her pro- 
ducts and resources. Several firms ami 
corporations have made second sub- 
scriptions to the fund. There are many 
lumbermen, however, who have not 
yet shown the substantial intere; 
that was expected of them and the 
Exhibit Association announces that, If 
these will come forward, there will be 
no further doubt as to the success of 
the forestry exhibit.

Suppression of Crime in Kentucky. 

An eloquent plea for tho enforce- 
ment of law and the spread of in- 
telligence In Kentucky was made by 
the Rev. Dr. D. F. Staflord, pastor 
of the Third Christian church of 
Louisville. Dr. Staflord spoke upon 
"The Needs of Kentucky." He 
said in part: 

"Kentucky has been slandered at 
home and abroad by the religious 
journals as well as the public press. 
The topography of the State is pe- 
culiar. Western Kentucky and the 
Bluegrass region are as fair a land 
as the sun ever shone upon, where 
intelligence and religious refinement 
reach the high water mark; but in 
among the mountains, In the east- 
ern part of the State, live a peculiar 
people, who cling to the ideas and 
customs of 100 years ago. The 
mountain people know little of the 
outside world and care less. They 
speak dfLouisville as the settlement 
and regard it aa a now town on the 
remote frontier. They are people 
who grasp ideas as few people can. 
Some of the foremost .nen in the 
pulpit, bar and business world have 
come from the mountain district of 
this State. 

"The arjrlng ue«d of this fair land 
is, first, a splendid intelligent senti- 
ment In favor of law and order. The 
second need is a seutiment against 
the liquor traffic, tho eurae of curses, 
from which all crimes euilnate. The 
third need is tbe protection of the 
public schools morally, religiously 
and politically. The fourth and last 
ceed of the Stale is to be Christian- 
ized."

WONDERFUL STORY 



Of the Railroads Giving Amazing Fads 



In 1860 there was not ono mile of 
railway in Wisconsin, Tennessee or 
Florida, or anywhere west of the 
Mississippi River. Even in 1870 
half the area of the country was 
still without railways. 

In 1900 the United States had 193,- 
346 miles ot railway lines, two-fifths 
of the mileage of the world. In 
round numbers there are now B00,- 
000 miles.' 

A i single American system, the 
Pennsylvania, carries more freight 
than all the lines combined in any 
other nation in the world. 

The first American railway— not 
built for steam cars, however— was 
made to haul Quincy granite for the 
Bunker Hill Monument. That was 
in 1826. It was three miles long. 

The first railway built for steam 
cars was the Charleston 'and New 
Hamburg Line, in South Carolina. 
This was for some time the longest 
line in the world. 137 miles. When 
the war closed in 1805, no American 
railroad had 1,000 miles of tracks. 
Now there are eight great systems 
with over 10,000 miles each. .
